One Family’s 
Evacuation

Carson Potter, along with his 
mom, dad, sister, one dog, and two 
cats, lives in Metairie, a twenty- 
minute drive from the center of 
downtown New Orleans. 

Here is a timeline of the events 
experienced by Carson and his fam¬ 
ily during and shortly after Hum- 
cane Katrina: 

Friday Night, August 26, 2005 


I first heard about Hurricane 
Katrina. While my family and I 
were driving home from a Saints

game, we passed by a packed gas 
station. My dad mumbled 
something about a hurricane 


changing course, and 1 asked, 
“What hurricane?” 

Saturday Night, August 27, 2005 
My parents threw a party for some 
of their friends, and we stayed up 
way too late, not knowing what 
would happen the next day. 
Sunday Morning, August 28,2005 
My dad woke me up at seven and 
told me that I had to bring in the 
furniture from outside because there 
was a category five hurricane 
heading straight for New Orleans. 
11:00 a.m. on Sunday Morning, 
August 28, 2005 

After boarding up the windows on 
our house, my family and I left for 
Birmingham, Alabama. Our 
original plan was to evacuate New

Since 
my dad 
thought that 
Birmingham would be safer, we 
decided to go there. The trip to 
Birmingham usually takes about 
five hours; this time it took sixteen. 
3:00 a.m. on Monday Morning, 
August 29, 2005 

I finally arrived at Birmingham after 
sharing two seats with a cat and a 
sister for an entire day. We had been 
hearing news of Katrina hitting the 
coast the entire drive and had been 
getting stories of the damage. Our 
top speed probably reached 20 mph 
once but averaged about 5 mph on 
the interstate. My mom only packed 
frozen meat in the cooler, so we had 
no food to eat all day. There were 
cars and families on the side of the 
road because nobody could get gas 
or their car overheated. The only 
food we ate was after a 45-minute 
wait in line at Wendy’s. 

Monday Afternoon (just waking 
up) August 29, 2005 
I woke up, and my dad told me that 
the levees had held and that we 
should start packing up to leave 
tomorrow for home. 

Tuesday, August 30, 2005 
I woke up a little earlier and sat 
down to get some cereal. The TV 
was off so I didn’t really learn 
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anything new about the situation 
and assumed that we were leaving 
soon. After I finished breakfast, my 
dad told me that the flood walls had 
been breached and that there were 
a couple of feet of water in the 
French Quarter. I then started to 
unpack and prepare to wait a little 
longer.

Wednesday, August 31, 2005 
We left for Nashville and didn’t 
really face any more traffic. Once 
arriving at about two in the 
afternoon, we unpacked and set up 
our rooms. My grandma has a four- 
bedroom house and lives by herself, 
so there was enough space. 
Thursday, September 1, 2005 
I went out and bought clothes and 
finished unpacking, I also started 
text-messaging friends to see where 


they were since the phone lines 
were down. 

Friday, September 2, 2005 
I looked at USN and MBA to 
decide which new school 1 would 
go to. MBA was way nicer, so 1 
chose it and came back to get 
paperwork and go to the pep rally. 
I also went to the game and soup 
kitchen the next morning. 

8:00 a.m. on Tuesday Morning, 
September 6, 2005 
Because Monday was Labor Day, 
Tuesday was my first day of class. 

What do you miss most about New 
Orleans and like most about 
Nashville? 

I miss my friends, house, 
school, and basically, New Orleans. 
As for Nashville, I like the football 
games and the milkshakes. 

What do you enjoy about MBA ? 

I like the events like mixers 
and football games. I also like the 
food and cookies during break. 
What was most shocking to you? 

It was very shocking to me 
that one morning I woke up and 
everything was fine, just like a 
normal hurricane. And then the next 
morning, we had to prepare to go 
somewhere for what they were 
saying would be six months to a 
year. 

Do you consider yourself lucky? 

Yeah, 1 think we’re very 
lucky. My family is safe, and my 
place to stay is comfortable. One 
of my best friends from New 
Orleans evacuated to Nashville, too. 
My house got no damage, and I’ll 
go back to New Orleans either in 
December or at the end of the school 
year.
